From 4/13/69 through the end of the school year the 
Black Panther Party chapter in Des Moines, Iowa, organized a 
"Breakfast Program for Children" at two churches in Des Moines. 
This program was kicked off on 4/13/69 by the Black Panther 
Party with a rally at Goode Park, Des Moines, at which requests 
were made for donations of money and food for this program. 

Once this program was instituted and publicized it 
received favorable comment and support from both the black and 
white communities; and the "Des Moines Register", a daily Des 
Moines, Iowa, newspaper, praised the Panthers for this program y, 
noting that when the Panthers instituted this type of program ^ 
in the black community they had, in effect, achieved something 
the 'Des Moines School Board had been unable to accomplish. 

-It is to be noted that this acceptance of the Black 
panther breakfast program in the Des Moines area is not unusual ' 
inasmuch as the Des Moines community has not looked upon the 
existence of the Des Moines Black Panther Party as a threat to 
either the black community or the Des Moines community in general.

The 6/1/69 ultimatum date was given extensive publicity Jy- 
in Buffalo Negro press and a representative of "Us Now 1 '-* •" 
publicly stated that they could not accept responsibility 
for events in the Buffalo community if their demands were not 
met. Signs and wall scribbling, such as "June 1 whitey," 
during late April and May, 19 * 69 * appeared frequently 
throughout the ghetto area. Eventually the entire East 
Side of Buffalo was alarmed over the prospects for a racial 
disturbance about 6/I/69. 

The Buffalo Office, in keeping with racial r \ 
intelligence responsibility during 5/69* conducted a series 
of interviews with rank and file members of "Us Nov;" 
regarding contemplated 6/1/69 plans of this organization. 

In addition, a close liaison was maintained with and inter- 
views conducted of responsible liaison sources of area civil 
rights organizations ‘ regarding "Us Now." As a result of 
extensive interviews, it is considered the "Us Now" leader- 
ship was kept off balance and liaison sources contacted, 
in turn, asserted themselves effectively to produce a ;• 
noteworthy result as no racial disturbances occurred in • * > 
the Buffalo area 6/1/69. 

A concerted and continuous effort will continue 
in an effort to develop a productive counterintelligence 
program within the black nationalist organizations of 
the Buffalo Division.

The following counter intelligence has been utilized 
successfully in Detroit to create disruption and dissension 
within the Detroit BPP for the purpose of further reducing 
its effectiveness. 


Informants and sources have been instructed, when 
feasible, to inject into their conversations with Detroit 
BPP members statements which could result in creating 
fractionalism and distrust among the general membership and 
between the members and the leaders. An example of this 
has been to be critical to a party brother of an action taken 
by £ leader in the handling and accounting of party funds 
in the BPP Breakfast Program. Stress has been placed on 
possible .diversion of such funds for the leaders personal 
use or gain especially when one of the leaders has expressed 
no interest in advising the members of how the funds have 
been utilized. Another opportunity to be critical of the 
local party leadership occurred following a Detroit PD raid 
and arrest of BPP individuals which occurred at local party 
headquarters. The criticism in this instance was the lack 
of security planning by local leaders to prevent a surprise 
raid by the police or other individuals. Further issue was 
made of the selection of the headquarters site, the physical 
set up, and how the police were able to confiscate stolen 
property at party headquarters. Stress was placed on the 
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« : 
possibility of an informant working within the local head- ! 
quarters presumably one of its officers working in conjunction 
with the police and setting up the raid. It is to be noted 
'that during the Detroit Police raid on local party headquarters, 
none of the top party leaders were arrested. Following the 
reported suicide of MICHAEL BAYNHAM, Minister of Defense, 

Detroit BPP, sources reported there were numerous rumors and 
stories in local BPP circles a6 to what actually happened to 
BAYNHAM. To further cloud and confuse the facts surrounding 
BAYNHAM's death, sources theorize he actually died at the 
hands of a highly placed Detroit BPP leader whom BAYNHAM had 
discovered stealing party funds. Another theory offered was 
that BAYNHAM was a suspected police informant and it was 
felt that his death would ''shake up" the party locally 
■ causing them to clean house and fall in line with National 

! Headquarters BPP policies. Sources advised that as a result 

of the implication of these actions, the Detroit BPP has 
been split wide open. Members are suspicious of each other; 
they are vitally concerned for their own safety; and as one 
source stated members are "looking over their shoulder" 

1 expecting bodily harm to come to them. Many members have 

expressed that they want out of the BPP and desire to sever 
) their ties with the BPP. 

Sources 'have been instructed that when they are making 
statements aimed at causing disruption they are to deal 
with issues that in no way would expose them as being 
informants and from which they would not be the victims of 
any retalitory action by the BPP.

The following proposal Is suggested as a means to : - 
cause the Black Panther Party (BPP) rank and file to lose v r!% 
confidence in the BPP National Conanittee and chapter leaders 
who support the National Committee. 

It is suggested that in interviews with members of 
the BPP, particularly those who at least express a sincere < 
interest in the principles set down by HUEY P. NEWTON, it be 
hinted that there is a possible conspiracy going on at the 
National Headquarters between CHARLES GARRY, BOBBY SEALE, and 
DAVID HILLIARD to keep NEWTON in jail. This theme could be 
developed further by asking if there is any truth to the 
rumor that NEWTON has said, "There is no Black Panther Party." 
Numerous approaches can be used to further the theme, the . 
following are merely a few. 

..Asking whether GARRY has really kept NEWTON in jail 
because of legal moves he did not use to get the ball set 
during appeal. That this was done with the approval of SEALE, 
and HILLIARD but only if they continued to get part of the 
funds from the Newton-Cleaver Defense Committee. That these 
funds have been channeled through GARRY’S law firm and placed 
in a secret account in Switzerland so that when things go v 
bad for SEALE and HILLIARD in the States they can get away. \ 

Foreign travel of SEALE can be referred to above to 
lend credence to the story. 
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’ Also, It can be noted that the major theme of 
BPP Is free HUEY, but if HUEY were free the theme would 
Jtnd, it is easier to get funds for the party as long as 
is in jail.

It could also be brought up that ELDRIDGE CLEAVER got 
wise' to CARRY, SEALE and HILLIARD and kept his own separate loot. 
And when it came time to put his legal problems back in GARRY ‘.a ,, 
hands, he felt he had better get out before he rotted in jail : 
like NEWTON. 


To carry off the basic proposition that the BPP ’ .

As the Bureau 
has been adused, Chicago has previously reviewed the 
material available at the Graphic Arts Unit of the 
Chicago Police Department, and periodically brings this 
review up to date. 

The material which is enclosed is the best 
available at present to Chicago, of possible interest 
along these lines. The photographs are largely self-

Its invincibility was 
challenged and struck down as a result of the arrests. 

Stokely Carmichael has resigned from the organization and has 
obviously taken with him a segmont of Panther support. The 
Immorality of BPP leaders David Hilliard and Bobby Seale, and 
the drinking of Seale, have contributed to a decline in morale 
within the national leadership. a/I j 

The BPP from the very beginning has stressed the A 
theme that the black man plone shall rule, no white man was/to 
bo" trusted, and no white loan would ever be allowed In the 
organization. At this time the BPP is so desperate that it is 
seeking alliances with white groups such as the Communist Party 
and the Students For a Democratic Society. 

The above presents only a few of the weaknesses 
in the Black Panther Party throughout the country. At this time 
it is most Imperative that we capitalize on these weaknesses. - 
The disruption of this organization through counterintelligence 
should continue and even increase as the weaknesses appear. In 
submitting your future counterintelligence proposals, considera- 
tion should be givon toward: exploiting the above weaknesses and 
others as they appear.

The enclosed pamphlet was prepared by the St. Louis 
Division utilizing the terminology and illustrations of a 
typical "right-wing" publication. This area has been the scene 
of some degree of "right-wing" activity directed against local 
New Left groups and peace organizations. The St. Louis PD are 
currently investigating acts of vandalism committed by unknown 
t persons against the St. Louis Peace Information Center. 0 

While no real organized "right-group" group in the/ '^ j __ 
area has any apparent strong public support, the two communities 
‘of^Hazelwood and Florissant in St. Louis County have traditionally 
been fertile grounds for the John Birch Society, etc... The 
illustrations in Storm Warnings have been culled from a patriotic 
flyer called The American RcveTation which is printed and 
distributed in Haze lwood . 

The purpose of Storm Warnings is to alert the reader to 
both the known and the relatively unknown agitators in the 
St. Louis area. It is sprinkled with factual inaccuracies and 
exaggerations in order to carry out the theme as a typical 
"right-winger" mighfc write it, and also to eliminate any suspicion 
that any official investigating agency assisted in the preparation.

In connection with the BPP Breakfast for Children 
Program which operated in Des Moines, Iowa, between April 
1969, and the end of the school year, this program has not 
continued through the summer months and at present there is 
no indication that the BPP in Des Moines plans to reactivate 
this, program after school begins in September. While this 
program was in '.- existence no information was developed that the 
BPP in Des Moines attempted to extort food or funds for this 7 - 
program from local businessmen in the community. In the event 
this program is reactivated in September, Omaha will attempt 
to formulate an effective counterintelligence against same. 

^ At present, individuals involved in the BPP in 

^ Des"*Moincs , Iowa, are attempting to secure space to be 
used as BPP headquarters, their former headquarters having 
been condemned by the city because of the extensive damage j 
to the headquarters caused by an explosion in April, 1969. 
Sources have advised that the BPP in Des Moines has all but ‘ . 
disintegrated during the summer months and has been involved in 
no activities. 







As for the BPP chapter in Omaha, this group has 
neit.her hold regular meetings or been involved in any 
activity during the cummer months. No counterintelligence 
accomplishments have been attained under captioned program 
since submission of referenced Omaha letter. This matter 
will continue to receive close attention and suggestions 
for counterintelligence activities against the BPP and 
its leadership. at a future' date’, will be submitted by 
separate communication.

The BPP is planning a conference called "The National 

I Revolutionary Conference for a United Front Against Fascism" to 

be held from 7/18-21/69. They are attempting to solicit 

groups to participate and, subsequently, cooperate with theyBB^*^ 

At a recent New Left convention, members of the SDS voted 
support BPP programs, as well as the forthcoming BPP conference. 
Considerable argument took place prior to this vote and SDS 
expelled the PLP because members of that organization did not want 
to support the BPP. At this time there is considerable^chaos 
within SDS and PLP. ^ 

The June 28, 1969, issue of "The Black Panth^V' a BPP 
publication, contained a telegram from SDS pointing out that the 
PLP was expelled from the convention, and SDS would support the 
BPP and its conference. It is believed that considerable disruption 
would take place within the BPP and SDS if anjanonymous telegram 
was sent from a fictious committee of the PLP. The telegram is 
in answer to the SDS's communication and points out the improbability 
of cooperation between PLP and BPP as well as BPP immorality. The 
telegram can be sent from a telephone pay station in Boston, 
Massachusetts , without fear of embarrassment to the Bureau. ' ~ —
